“In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and cried 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me and drink.’ John 

37. From the language. of our 
text we learn that Jesus was pres- 
ent at a great feast, called the 
Feast of Tabernacles. Jno. 7:2. 
God had commanded the Israelites 
to observe this feast, Lev. 23:34, 
and on the last day of this great 
feast, Jesus stood and cried say- 
ing, “If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me and drink.” The 
last clause of our text is what we 
might call “The Gospel in a Sen- 
tence,” for truly there is much gos- 
pel found in this sentence. Let us 
for a moment picture Jesus as He 
stood and cried this saying. No- 
tice he “‘cried.”” Oh, how His heart 
was broken, His soul was burden- 
ed, and in this expression He made 
known His object, which was _ to 
quench the thirst of the thirsty. 

Let us consider the word 
THIRST. It means to experience a 
painful sensation of the throat for 
want of drink, to have a vehement 
desire for anything. Many are 
thirsting for worldly pleasures, 
while others are thirsting for hon- 
or and fame. After they have found 
these things they are yet thirsty. 
Why? Because these things are 
momentarily; they are soon to 
pass away. 1 Jno. 2:15-17. Jesus 
said to the Samaritan woman,

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“Why A Mediator is Necessary 


“For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, 
the man Christ Jesus; who gave 
himself a ransom for all,” 1 Tim. 
2:5, 6. 

A mediator is one who pleads the 
cause of another or makes inter- 
cessions, which brings about a 
reconciliation between the guilty 
party and the one in authority, that 
the guilty party may appear blame- 
less and not be punished. 

We stood in time passed with 
friendship broken, and ungodly, 
without hope, doomed for eternal 
damnation, and Christ as Mediator 
died to court the favors of God the 
eternal Father and Creator back 
to us. Bless His wonderful name! 
Rom. 5:6, “For when we were yet 
without strength, in due _ time 
Christ died for the ungodly.” But 
in ages gone by, at the beginning. 
we were made in the very image 
and glory of God the eternal Fa- 
ther. Gen. 1:26; 1 Cor. 11:7. But 
sin had broken friendship and sep- 
arated us from the Father and His 
favors, so Christ as the go-between 
man, came with the sufficient ran- 
som to reestablish friendship and 
bring the favors of God to us 
again. 

We will notice some scriptures 
along this line. Eph. 4:32, “And be 
ye kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you.” Dear reader, we 
can plainly see that our pardon 
came to us for Christ’s sake and 
not for our sake, or in other 
words, not for our righteousness or 
that we had done or could do, but 
He (Christ) as Med‘ator obtained 
it for us, for God the eternal Fa- 
ther could not look on sin’ with 
the least allowance so Christ the 
Lamb of God came forth with 
bleeding hands and side, very ten-

Rom. 5:1, “Therefore being jus- 
tified by faith, we have peace with 
God THROUGH our LORD JESUS 
CHRIST.” Say, read, It is through 
Jesus the Mediator that the peace 
of God the Father comes to us, 
then it is that we can rejoice. 
Glory to God and to the Lamb for- 
ever? Why is it that we can re- 
joice? It is because we as ungoa- 
ly sinners hath been forgiven and 
our heavenly Father looks down 
on us from His wonderful throne 
with a smile. Truly we can say 
with a loud voice, Thank God for 
His Son! 

Heb. 9:12-16, “Neither by the 
blood of goats and calves, but by 
his own blood he entered in once 
into the holy place, having obtain- 
ed eternal redemption for us. For 
if the blood of bulls and goats, and 
the ashes of an heifer sprinkling 
the unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh: How much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot (sin) to God, 
purge your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God? 
And for this cause he is the medi- 
ator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that 
were under the first testament, 
they which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheri- 
tance, For where a testament is, 
there must also of NECESSITY be 
the death of the testator.” 

The writer of Hebrews makes it 


plain that Christ is the Mediator of 
the New Testament, not by the 
blood of bulls or goats, but by His 
own blood which is so precious to 
us. 1 Peter 1:19. 

Rev. 5:9, “And they sung a new 
song, saying, Thou art worthy to 
take the book, and to open the 
seals thereof: for thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by 
thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation.” 
Also the revelation of Jesus to 
John tells him of that wonderful 
time when we as the redeemed will 
sing that great song in the air af- 
ter the rapture, of how He as Medi- 
ator brought us to God by His 
blood. Oh, what a wonderful time 
that will be! 

And after Christ as Mediator 
had obtained our redemption, 
which means peace with God, we 
hear Him telling His disciples that 
He would “pray the Father, and 
He shall give you another Comfor- 
ter,” St. John 14:16. We stood in 
need of a Comforter and Jesus the 
Mediator pled to the Father until 
the good Holy Ghost came down to 
comfort and guide us thru this sin- 
ful world.

COVENANT WITH THE JEWS 

According to The Dawn, Signor 
Mussolini writing in “The Person- 
al Organ Il Popolo D’ Italia has 
the following to say in an article 
said to be inspired by himself: he 
suggests the settling of eight mil- 
lion Jews in Palestine as an inde- 
pendent nation, together with the 
buying out of the Arabs for an 
Arab exodus. Such a statement 
makes one think of Dan. 9:27 
where it is written, “And he shall 
confirm the covenant with many 
for one week, and in the midst of 
the week he shall cause the sacri- 
fice and the oblation to cease.” It 
would but help others if I differed 
sl'ghtly with them here. Ordinarily 
ministers preach that Antichrist 
will make a covenant with the 
Jews. There is a decided d'fference 
in making a covenant and confirm- 
ing as is here mentioned. Confirm 
means to establish, strengthen, to 
sanction, by ratifying as a treaty. 
The covenant he first mentioned 
was originally made with Abraham 
and his seed in which Palestine 
was allotted to the Jews. Anti- 
christ merely confirms, establishes 
and strengthens an original or ex- 
isting covenant by sanctioning and 
ratifying that covenant with God’s 
people, the Jews. Concerning pos- 
session of the land of Palestine it 
is strikingly significant of the 
times, that Mussolini would take 
this stand and strengthen himself 
with the Jews throughout the na- 
tions. It gives him great prestige. | 
might say further, to be _ frank, 
that Antichrist does not actually 
break covenant with the Jews. H> 
merely causes the offering of the 
sacrifices of oblation to ceas» 
which has to do with the covenant 
between the Jews and their God 
which is by them established when 
they rebuild their temple. He would 
not and cannot make such a cove- 
nant but he causes the offering of 
sacrifices established by them to 
cease that he himself may be the 
sole object of worship, 2 Thes. 3:4; 
Rev. 13:12. and in causing the 
daily sacrifice to cease he does not 
break the covenant with them 
which he confirmed in allowing 
them to possess the land included 
in the royal grant unto Abrahem. 
There are two covenants in view 
in this text, one the national right 
of boundary lines, which he con- 
firms, the other that of sacrifices 
and worship, which he causes to 
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cease. The one confirmed is not 
broken, Jews may still remain in 
the land; and the other is only vio- 
lated by the cessation of its sacri- 
fice and worship, preparatory to 
the fulfillment of 2 Thes. 3:4. The 
seven-year period is, first, some ai- 
lotted time for the accomplishment 
of certain divine things. Dan. 9:24. 
Second, it is used by Antichrist 
after the order of Russia’s five- 
year plan for the accomplishment 
of certain things earthly. The di- 
vine and human side is neverthe- 
less a complete fulfillment of Dan. 
9:24-27.

DICTATORSHIP 

The establishment of dictator- 
ship throughout the nations is a 
sure sign of the approach of Anti- 
christ as it is written, “coming 
events cast their shadows before 
them.” The coming world dictator- 
ship is being shadowed forth by 
present dictators throughout the 
nations. In Russia we have Stalin, 
in Italy we have Mussolini, we 
have smaller countries in Europe 
who also have dictators—Czecho- 
slovakia, Turkey, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, Jugoslavia, along with oth- 
er, yet smaller countries. Last of 
these is Hitler in Germany, and 
what is still more indicative of the 
times is that France has conceded 
an increase of authority to its last 
president, with the United States 
no less falling in line by assenting 
almost entirely to the views of one 
man and granting of broad powers. 


UNCLEAN SPIRITS 

In Rev. 16:13, 14, John says. 
“And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth 
of the dragon, and out of the 
mouth of the beast, and out of the 
mouth of the false prophet. For 
they are the spirits of devils, v ork- 
ing miracles, which go forth to 
the kings of the earth and of the 
whole world to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty.” As dictators are a shadow 
of the coming of Antichrist even 
so the disturbing: conditions among 
the nations of the world today are 
the movements in primary stages 
of the works of these unclean spir- 
its. Unclean spirits naturally are 
antagonistic to religion and_ in 
most all countries where all fhese 
troubled political conditions ex’'st 
the Christian religion is being sup- 
pressed. 

St. Luke tells us in chapter 21: 
25 that there will be d'‘stress of na- 
tions with perplexity. These condi- 
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tions are markedly manifest in 
present unemployment cond'tions 
and lack of world trade. He furth- 
er adds, the sea and waves roaring. 
By the sea we understand that he 
refers to the sea of Gentile peoples 
from whom Antichrist arises men- 
tioned in Rev. 13:1. The waves 
roaring are the different nations 
as a part of that great sea in their 
political and international strife as 
they roar against each other. And 
as the restless sea casts up mire 
and dirt even so from the working 
of these unclean spirits and poliii- 
cal activities of dictatorships, etc. 
will finally arise the beast out of 
the sea, the Antichrist.

“Whosoever drinketh of this water 
shallthirstagain.”Jno.4:13.Thesoul 
is thirsting for the living water. 
It is the only water that will 
quench the soul’s thirst. “But who- 
soever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a_ well of water 
springing up into everlasting life.” 
Jno. 4:14. Oh glory, I feel this ex- 
perience moving in my soul. 


’ Lam so glad that nine years ago 
I came into possession of this won- 
derful experience that I am now 
trying to write you about. Truly it 
is joy unspeakable and _ full of 
glory. Remember the text, “If any 
man thirst let him come unto me 
and drink.” Oh, I am so glad that 
I ever came to Him. I am drinking 
at the fountain that shall never 
run dry. Jesus is the source of eter- 
nal life. 1 Jno. 5:11, 12. Can you 
imagine that when we come to Je- 
sus for a drink He places w'thin 
our bosom a well of living water 
(not dead water) springing up in- 
to everlasting life? Oh, the force 
behind this water that throws it 
into eternal life.

These 
are all failure builders, and no 
matter how promising any activity 
may be, a few of these negatives, 
if practised, will ruin its prospects 
of success. The principles taught 
and practised by Jesus Christ are

the only ones that can bring 
health, harmony, peace, and pros- 
perity to the world. We are facing 
difficult situations today in the 
United States and in the world at 
large, and these situations cannot 
be remedied satisfactorily as long 
as selfishness and greed dominate 
us. There would be no need of 
armies, navies, police, prisons, 
courts, hospitals, and asylums if 
Christian principles were practised 
by everybody. But no one need be 
discouraged because the time 
when the. whole world is to live in 
accordance with Christians seems 
so remote, for these principles may 
be used by any individual at this 
time, and by using them he can 
find peace, happiness, health, and 
prosperity today. These blessings 
exist now and are ready at this 
time for all who will to find them 
thru Christ. 

The one who accepts the divine 
promises and enters into the king- 
dom now will become a living ex- 
ample, and will encourage others 
to follow the same course. Nearly 
all of us are making our work and 
our dealings with others too diffi- 
cult. We feel that we must stand 
up for our personal rights, and we 
think we must hammer through 
the ideas that we want to impress 
on others, and must contend with 
others in order to be successful. 
We forget that praise, love, and 
good will, enthusiasm, peace, and 
faith are much more powerful in- 
struments in dealing with our 
work and with people than any 
antagonistic, personal method. If 
some one is opposing you, will he 
be any less antagonistic if you 
should call him names or argue 
with him? Not at all, but if you 
praise something good that he has 
said or done, and show him that 
you want to understand his point 
of view, he will naturally become 
more friendly. You will then per- 
haps have an opportunity to find 
out that both you and he are right 
in some particular while wrong in 
another, and your differences can 
be adjusted. Every one is trying to 
do what he considers is right. He 
may have some queer notions 
about what is right, and no one 
will change his queer notions over- 
readily by railing at him. He can 
be shown the right way by ex- 
ample, by friendly advice, and by 
the spirit of truth within himself, 
if he is given an opportunity and 
is properly encouraged to make 
the change. We are all very much 
alike fundamentally, for we all 
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have a deepseated desire for peace, 
harmony, and all that is good, and 
when we really see a way to ex- 
press these qualities we are willing 
to try to do so. We may make mis- 
takes while trying, but since we 
are all children of God, we shall 
eventually return to the joyous 
plan of living that our Father has 
made for us, even though we may 
require hundreds of years to do so. 

When Jesus taught His disc’ples 
to pray He revealed two great 
things about God. He addressed 
Him as Father, and He used a pro- 
noun which made it clear that no 
one has a monoply on the Deity. 
God is not your God nor mine, but 
ours. He belongs exclusively to no 
race, nation, or group; He belongs 
to all who claim Him. His chosen 
people is any people that chooses 
Him, otherwise we should be deal- 
ing with something less than di- 
vinity. The provincial conception 
of God may have done for the old 
warlike, tribal days, but the mind 
of Jesus thought in terms of a 
new era—the era of the _ social! 
viewpoint. Our interests are no 
longer individual or tribal or even 
national. Whatever is an interest 
at all is a world interest. Whatever 
helps or hurts one helps or hurts 
all. We have to share everything 
else, we must share God also. The 
day when any group gets the idea 
that God belongs to it exclusively 
is a bad day for that group. To be 
kept God has to be shared. At- 
tempted exclusiveness in religion 
is suicidal. Jesus prayed from the 
viewpoint of our social collective- 
ness. He brought to the throne not 
a race or a group but all who were 
willing to join hearts on common 
terms and say humbly, “OUR Fa- 
ther.” Jesus made a place for the 
rich man in his trappings and the 
poor man in his rags, the wise 
man with his honors and the ig- 
norant man with his limitations, 
the saint with his power and the 
sinner painfully conscious of his 
weakness, all of them forgetful of 
the chance temporary differences 
that earth has made. Let us 
insure to ourselves the great part- 
nership of faith at the starting 
point of an equally great partner- 
ship of achievement. What can we 
not accomplish when we work all 
for each and each for all? Mean- 
while each of us stands before the 
mercy seat divested of all that sets 
him off from other men, and each. 
remembering only that he is a 
child of God, simply murmurs, 
“OUR Father.”

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“What of Soviet Recognition? 


By Dr. Louis R. Patmont 


_ I recall an experience I had in 
Russia before leaving, when I was 
surrounded by four secret military 
policemen who had heard of my 


‘movements and who, I am sure, 
had orders to arrest me and to 
question me as a spy because I 


had come too close to the prisons 
and much too close to conditions 
as they really exist in Russia. | 
prayed that God might give me 
grace to confess His Name. It is 
very easy to say, “I believe with 
all my heart that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of the living God,” 
in a country where we still have 
freedom of conscience and free- 
dom of religious worship, but in a 
country where the very Name of 
Jesus is despised and where it is a 
crime, yea a capital crime, to whis- 
per that name to a child, it is quite 
a different thing. I shall not try to 
say that I was not tempted to give 
an excuse, but to my mind came 
the words of Christ, ‘‘He that de- 
nieth me before men, him will I 
deny before iny Father and _ the 
holy angels,” and I said within my 
heart, “Regardless of what the 
consequences may be, I will con- 
fess the Name of Jesus,” and 
thereupon I witnessed to these 
policemen. I felt the glory of God 
coming upon me and they were 
confused with shame and soon left 
the railroad car without carrying 
out their intentions to arrest me. 


We have recognized Russia. As 
a people we have made a covenant 
with hell for if there ever was a 
representative of the Antichrist, a 
system which fits into the 13th 
chapter of Revelation, a system 
which speaks the greatest things 
ever spoken by man as far as hu- 
man progress is concerned, a sys- 
tem which speaks blasphemies 
against them which dwell in the 
heavens, a system that makes war 
against the saints—it is Soviet 
Russia. If the American people had 
united and gotten the mind of 
Christ in this matter they would 
not have established fellowship 
with this collective unbeliever. I 
believe that recognition extended 
to Russia on the part of the United 
States will only help to perpetuate 
that system which ultimately will 
overthrow every civilization, in- 
cluding that of our own country. 

Everyone who knows Commun- 


ism, and I.care not which — Inter- 
nationale it is, whether the First 
Internationale, the Second, the 
Third, or the Fourth, will find that 
it is all the same beast even 
though its heads are different. I 
dared to make a_ few startling 
statements in my book, The Mys- 
tery of Iniquity, in regard to Hitler 
and his attitude towards the 
church, and I have stood a great 
deal of ridicule because I said he 
would stand against the church; 
but today we know that hundreds 
of God’s people are being assailed 
and thousands of ministers are in 
danger of losing their ministry. 
There may be flattering words said 
at first but in the end it is Social- 
ism, and Socialism and Christian- 
ity are incompatible. It endangers 
any civilization that is being sway- 
ed by that sort of thing. Centrali- 
zation of power is always danger- 
ous. 

Soviet Russia, according to i 
brief statement made in an evaa- 
gelical paper, published recently 
is making the greatest war ma- 
chines in the annals of history; her 
entire populace is to be mobilized 
when Stalin decides that the only 
way out of her dilemna is to throw 
ten thousand Soviet blunders into 
success through war. 

We have testimonies from at 
least two fair minded professors, 
one Prof. Zell from your own city, 
and the other, Prof. Zolett from 
the city of Portland, and _ they 
prophesy that in the next few 
months Russia will experience the 
greatest famine in history, that 
twenty million people are doomed 
to starvation this year. The Soviet 
regime is not feeling the pinch of 
this famine in Russia: the Red 
Army, the G.P.U. and the officiary, 
are well supplied. But they are 
bankrupt and need one billion dok 
lars from the United States and so 
they have used apostate, renegade 
Jewry of America, these interna- 
tional ‘bankers whose representa- 
tives, I believe, engineered Soviet 
recognition and whose representa- 
tive is now at the head of our 
Treasury Department. They are 
radicals and do not look to God for 
strength and help to get us out of 
our troubles. We are doing the very 
opposite of what should be done. 
American business is sure to suffer 
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under Soviet recognition. Only re- 
cently a certain Machine: Com- 
pany, situated in Charles City, 
Iowa, received a million dollar or- 
der from Soviet Russia. They fill- 
ed this order conscientiously and

PARABLES OF THE KINGDOM 


TEXT: Matt. 13:31-33, 44-52. — MEMORY VERSE: Gen. 8:22. 
TIME: Late in A. D. 28. — PLACE: Jesus taught from a boat near the shore 


of Lake Galilee, 


GOLDEN TEXT: Of the increase of his government and peace there shall be no 


end.—Isa. 9:7a. 


LEADING THOUGHT: The grace of God in the heart is above price, It wiil 
not only transform individuals but will transform the surrounding atmosphere in 


which we move. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
KINGDOM PARABLES 

V. 31. “Another parable put he forth 
unto them.” The use of these parables 
presented a hidden or spiritual truth in 
a natural way. They would naturally he 
come the talk and discussion of all those 
who heard about them. “Saying, the 
kingdom of heaven is like to a grain of 
mustard seed.” These parables illustrate 
the kingdom of heaven with its insignifi- 
cant beginning as it increased in right- 
eousness, peace, and joy presenting dif- 
ferent aspects of the kingdom itself. 
“Which a man took and sowed ina 
field.” The kingdom though from heaven 
must be introduced and planted in the 
earth by man whom God had chosen to 
till and fertilize it thru the gospel mes- 
sage. The field represents the world, the 
small mustard seed presented a likeness 
of the smallness of the beginning of that 
kingdom which was as far from being 
universal at the time of its origin as the 
tiny mustard seed was a tree. 

V. 32. “Which indeed is the least of 
all seeds.” The smallest commercial seed 
then in use, but when it is grown it is 
the greatest among herbs, that is, great- 
er than other garden herbs. “And pe- 
cometh a tree.” Sometimes ten or twelve 
feet high, some travelers tell us high 
enough that a person might ride beneath 
its boughs on horseback. “So that the 
birds of the air come and lodge in the 
branches thereof.” The thought is sug- 
gestive that those who were outside of 
the kingdom were glad to find cover un- 
der its branches. Compare Dan. 4:12, 21; 
Ezek. 17:23. “And where they might eat 
of its seeds.” The parable suggests rest, 
food, shelter, and enjoyment of the iu- 
man soul in the kingdom of heaven. 

V. 33. “Another parable spake he un- 
to them: The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven.” This parable presents the 
kingdom of heaven from another view- 
point, Its growth is quiet, and in some 
sense secret, yet it is to be ultimately 
complete and universal. This parable is 
in fulfillment in its progressive aspect 
every time a convert is added; or Chris- 
tian principle is manifested in pubiic 
opinion, custom or laws. Ultimately “ev- 
ery thought” shall be brought “captive 
unto the obedience of Christ,” 2 Cor. 10: 
5. Not that the entire world shal! be coa- 
verted but that the kingdom itself be 
comes universal. Dan. 2:34. “Which a wo- 


man took.” Seed sowing as represented 
in the first parable was man’s work, but 
kneeding the dough was the woman's 
work. Some see in the woman a type of 
the church as the agent by whom the 
kingdom of God is set up in the world. 
“In three measures of meal.” About three 
pecks and five quarts, Gen. 18:6. “Till 
the whole was leavened.” Ordinarly leav- 
en represents evil and the woman some- 
thing religiously out of place. The refer- 
ence is however here to the premeating 
influence of the kingdom as it spreads 
itself, eventually filling the whole world. 
THE HIDDEN TREASURE AND THE 
PEARL 
Matt. 13:44-52 

V. 44. “Again the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field.” In 
those days it was common for men to 
bury their coin or other valuables in the 
ground as there were no banks. In zase 
of death or the owner being forced to 
hurriedly flee these treasures might be 
left unknown. This parable presents the 
kingdom of heaven as within the reach 
of man without him knowing of its 
wealth and treasure. It was accidental 
on the part of sinful man. It was provid- 
ed thru grace and was the property of 
a former and. original owner. See Lost 
Dominion Through Adam’s Fall. The 
evangelist ofttimes is the announcer of 
the hidden treasure or the unsearchable 
riches of Christ. “Which when a man 
hath found, he hideth.” The finder hides 
it again, holding it as a secret treasure 
lest some one else find it, Gal. 1:17. He 
hid it again, lest some one else might 
find it, and that he might purchase the 
field and so gain title to its rich con- 
tents. “It is the hiddenness which makes 
it priceless. It is just necessity of dig- 
ging which enhances the finding. If the 
gospel were so obvious that no one could 
miss it, the possession of it could be 
nothing but a mockery. It is hidden, and 
therefore the noblest part of me must 
search for it.”—Canon C. J. Vaughan. 
“And for joy thereof goeth and selleth al! 
that he hath, and buyeth that field.” The 
reference is to Christ. He was the an- 
nouncer of the kingdom, the prophets 
alone knew of it as it was revealed to 
them. It cost Him His life on the cross 
which represented all His wealth. The 
field was the world, Matt. 13:38. If we 
reverse the parable and put the sinner 
seeking Christ it costs as much. Luke 
17:33. The price paid for it was the 
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blood of Christ, John 2:2. The purchase 
of the world by His blood entitled Him 
the privilege of setting up the kingdom 
of heaven in earth. 

V. 45. “Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a merchantman, seeking 
goodly pearls.” This parable presents a 
wholesale dealer who cared nothing for 
cheap pearls but preferred the goodly 
ones in which he might have great treas- 
ure in smal] bulk. 

V. 46. “Who when he had found one 
pearl of great price.” This parable pres- 
ents Christ the Good Shepherd seeking 
the lost, realizing their value, who were 
originally made in the image and like 
ness of God, capable of again being con- 
formed to the image of His own Son 
(Rom. 8:29), who was the image of the 
invisible God. Heb. 1:3; Col. 1:15. The 
price of this pearl, possibly a reference 
to the church, was great. Man is the 
highest product of the creation of God. 
“Went and sold all that he had and 
bought it.” A possible reference to Phil. 
2:6, 7 where Christ for a time, though in 
the form of God, emptied Himself of His 
heavenly glory and took upon Him the 
form of a servant, See John 17:5. 

WARNINGS OF JUDGMENT 

V. 47. “Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net.” The reference is 10 
the dragnet or seine that was cast into 
the sea, “And gathered of every kind.” 
This parable represents the kingdom cf 
heaven in operation on a larger scale. 
Missionary activity is in view and some 
treat Christianity as though it were a 
mere profession. They thus align them- 
selves as though they were children of 
the kingdom and true aspirants. They 
have, however, never been transformed 
by saving grace. The gospel invitation 
is addressed to all sorts of men, some 
of whom, after they are saved, do not 
so remain. 

V. 48. “Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore.” Here is a suggestion or 
actually safely landing every Christian 
professor on a true and solid foundation 
by the gospel worker. “And gathered the 
good into vessels, but cast the bad away.” 
Every kind had been gathered and many 
were unconscious of being caught in the 
net or gospel invitation. They did not, 
therefore, count the cost nor understand 
the methods of its progress, who will in 
the end be cast away. 

V. 49. “So shall it be at the end of 
the world.” This parabJe covers the whole 
scope from the announcement of the 
kingdom or casting of the net uatil the 
end of the age. The angels shall come 
forth and sever the wicked from amoag 
the righteous. The explanation is meant 
as a warning that all who aspire for a 
place in the kingdom of heaven may con- 
firm to the true tenets and principles 
of its faith and teaching. As a warning 
is has served for the whole gospel age, 
but will be fulfilled as a means of judg- 
ment. 

V. 50. “And shall cast them into the 
furnace of fire.” The time of opportunt- 
ty, invitation, and choice has passed and 
man must either receive reward for *he 
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good that he has done or face penalty 
and punishment for his sins. It is not 
enough to live in the world where the 
gospel is preached nor to be a mere pro- 
fessor, but an actual recipient and bene- 
ficiary of its saving grace. “There shall 
be wailing and gnashing of teeth.” The 
language here used expresses the horror, 
suffering, and lamentation over lost op- 
portunities as those who are lost mourn- 
fully deplore their miserable fate, 
OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

V. 51. “Jesus saith unto them, Have 
ye understood all these things?’ As a 
great teacher He did not desire to stop 
until His pupils understood the truth of 
these parables. This was a review lesson 
to them, “They say unto him, Yea, Lord.” 
This however is perhaps not entirely true 
They thought they had understood but as 
time passed they were upbraided for their 
faithlessness and unbelief which was the 
result of a lack of understanding and 
comprehension. 

V. 52. “Then said he unto them, There. 
fore every scribe which is instructed unto 
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the kingdom of heaven.” The reason is 
obvious. If they have understood having 
been instructed, it will become their 
duty, like the ancient scribe, to read and 
expound those things in which they were 
instructed. “Is like unto a man that is 
a householder.” The place of the scribes 
to record, read, and expound the sacred 
oracles made him _ responsible for the 
schoo! which he instructed, thus he was 
accounted as a householder. “Which 
bringeth forth out of his treasure things 
new and old.” The litera] interpretation 


_held by the scribes and elders had hin- 


dered them from receiving the new things 
of the kingdom of heaven without being 
again instructed, after which he would 
be expected and required to be a more 
able teacher, as a householder brings 
forth foods acquired and stored in form- 
er years. He also brought forth new foods 
each season. Such was keeping up with 
the times. The foods thus stored were 
not actually for himself but for the bene- 
fit of his family.

stand in need of according to the 
surrounding circumstances? Of 
course a righteousness mediator, 
and blessed be the wonderful name 
of Jesus! We still have Him as our 
Mediator in the event we fall into 
error. Let us carefully read 1 John 
2:1, 2, ‘My little children, these 
things write I unto you, THAT YE 
SIN NOT. And if any man sin, we 
have an ADVOCATE with the 
Father, JESUS CHRIST THE 
RIGHTEOUS: and he is the propi- 
tiation for our (erroring Christian) 
sins: and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world.” We can see the distinction 
between our sins and the sins of 
the whole world. John’s admoni- 
tion was that we sin not but if we 
do, we have an advocate with the 
Father, or in other words, one to 
plead our case to the Father. The 
advocate must be righteous in the 
sight of God. Thank God for the 
righteousness of Jesus our go-be- 
tween man. 

The thought might come, Why 
is it that Jesus can look on sin and 
God the eternal Father can not? It 
is for this reason, the Father is 
greater than the Son. How do we 
know He is greater? By the words 
of Christ Himself. St. John 14:28, 
“For my Father is greater than I.” 
Matt. 28:18, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” 
The greater one had to give the 
power. God has made Christ to be 
sin for us, WHO KNEW NO SIN; 


that we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in Him. Oh how 
wonderful indeed that the Christ 
of God humbled Himself to become 
sin for us, that we might go free, 
oh so free! Glory to His precious 
name forever and forever! 2 Cor. 
5:21. “That we might be made the 
righteousness of God in him 
(Christ.” What is the thought here 


‘with Paul? It is that we can, thru 


the Mediator, be brought back 
again to the glorious state of sanc- 
tification and freedom from sin 
and condemnation. Oh glory to 
God for His wonderful salvation!

when the time arrived for pay- 
ment, Russia defaulted and offer- 
ed grain to this firm as payment of 
their debt. Now we in the United 
States have already too much 
grain. There was no market for 
this grain and therefore this com- 
pany naturally became insolvent 
and another firm has taken over 
all their business. 

But what bearing has all this 
upon a revival? Will there be a re- 
vival? Let me say that we still 
have the privilege of sowing the 
seed; it will be watered and the 
sun may shine upon it, for God’s 
grace is the same; the day of grace 
has not yet closed and we. still 
have evidence that God’s Spirit is 
working in the hearts of a few.The 
Gospel message still saves. But the 
American people have come _ to 
look the other way—instead of 
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looking up they are looking down. 
Materialism and licentiousness is 
expressed in our recent decision to 
go back to liquor, nudism and red 
literature. But I believe there will 
there will be a_ revival among 
70d’s people and it will be 
a revival of preparation, for 
“the wise shall understand”; “and 
ye brethren, are not ignorant that 
that day should overtake you as 
a thief.’”’ God’s people are awaken- 
ing and trimming their lamps;they 
are making ready for that great 
moment, the greatest in history, 
the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. And if there ever was an 
incentive to move God’s people to 
work, this ought to be the one. All 
our great Bible teachers believe 
that the coming of the Lord is im- 
minent and we want to be found 
watching and working to bring 
about a revival, to do all we pos- 
sibly can while it is still day, for 
the night is coming. 


Now just a word about the Presi- 
dent of our country and my visit 
to the White House at Washington, 
D.C. I had the privilege of present- 
ing the President with a copy of 
my book and I learned from one of 
his servants, that he sat up all 
night to read the book. I believe 
President Roosevelt is a good man 
but that he is dominated bya 
Christless and materialistic brain 
trust in Washington. I was very 
hopeful that he would refuse to 
recognize Russia; he refused for 
some time to see Litvinov, who by 
the way, was a bank robber and 
has a criminal record. But the 
pressure was too great; Al Smith 
went to see him and scarcely an 
hour passed but that some high 
brow came to him urging Soviet 
recognition. 

Let us pray very earnestly for 
this nation. I believe that as God’s 
people pray He will hear and heal 
this land.—Latter Rain Evangel.

The Importance of Sunday School 
Quarterlies 

The quarterlies for the different 
classes present rather an ample 
form of study in that they treat all 
sailant points of the lesson text 
from the standpoint of the gener- 
ally accepted meaning or interpre- 
tation of the questions at issue. It 
is much better to have a lesson 
outlined in either of the class quar- 
terlies by some author who is fun- 
damentally sound in the faith and 
in the Word of God, than it is to 
leave the class to ramble and make 
its own deductions from what may 
or may not be the proper meaning 
of the scripture text. It will pay us 
as a Christian people to brush el- 
bows with other learned teachers 
concerning the accomplishments 
on the fundamentals of Christian 
theology. These quarterlies put in 
the hands of all classes from the 
child up certain portions of knowl- 
edge from those who have had 
years of experience in the minis- 
try as ministers and teachers. Such 
a lesson is far better than leaving 
individuals to form their own opin- 
ion or deductions of the meaning 
of the Scriptures. 

The answer of the eunuch to 
Philip mentioned in Acts 8:30, 
presents a striking illustration of 
the needs of men, women, boys, 
and girls who are not taught in 
the Word of God today. Not only 
concerning their needs, but it pres- 
ents a humble and teachable spir- 
it. When Philip asked, ‘“Under- 
standest what thou readest?” the 
eunuch answered, “How can I ex- 
cept some man guide me,” and he 
desired Philip that he would come 
up and sit with him. V. 31. This 
eunuch was the servant of Can- 
dace, queen of the Ethopians, and 
no doubt was a man of consider- 
able learning, yet he realized his 
need of being taught the Word of 
God and he was teachable in his 
manner concerning the opportun- 
ity of a teacher. To be successful 
we need teachers who are able to 
teach, then we need a class which 
has a teachable spirit whose hearts 
and minds may be brushed ‘up in 
the class hour. 

Each Sunday School should or- 
der an ample supply of quarterlies 
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and literature for their class work, 


allowing some for an increase and 
for visitors. Do not allow your 
class to be dwarfed because of a 
shortage of literature. Some will be 
lost, some will be carried home and 
not brought back again. You need 
to prepare for such emergencies. 
Teachers’ Quarterly 

We wish to again call attention 
to the importance of a Teachers’ 
Quarterly. We hesitate to mention 
our Teachers’ Quarterly because 
we are the editor of it. However, 
knowing what is in it and that it 
covers many important topics, and 
in fact all that are important in a 
broad and ample way, and that it 
furnishes a_ flood-light on _ the 
scripture text, we deem it of great 
importance to the Sunday School 
teachers. It is much better for the 
teacher to have what is the gener- 
ally accepted ideas of truth con- 
cerning the scripture text than it 
is to have an inexperienced teach- 
er, which is ofttimes the case and 
especially in new schools, and 
leave them and the class to make 
their own deductions, when the 
matter of having a true interpre- 
tation of the Scriptures ‘s so im- 
portant. If there is safety in a mul- 
titude of councillors, those who are 
older and more mature in Chris- 
tian work are a great asset to 
those who are younger. In Eph. 4: 
11 teachers are mentioned as 2 
gift from God. There are som» 
who are qualified as teachers but 
these are teachers in the church 
and has no reference to inexperi- 
enced help that is so oftentimes 
used as teachers in the Sunday 
school.
